Calgary Leads All Cities in Ar- 
rests—Nearly Doubled Ed- 
monton’s Record 


Alberta’s crime record in the 
year 1921 touched the 16,084 
mark in number of cases handled, 
according to the annual report of 
the Alberta Provincial Police, ta- 
bled in the legislature Thursday 
afternoon by Attorney-General J. 
E. Brownlee. Of this number the 
provincial force took care of 6,851 
cases while another 9,233 were 
handled by the city police of 
Edmonton, Calgary, Lethbridge, 
Medicine Hat and Red Deer. 


Once again the Alberta provincial 


police set a high record for convic- | 


tions, this being 85 per cent of the 
total cases brought to trial, or 5,719 
favorable decisions, with another 123 
cases stunding for trial at the close of 
the year. The number of cases 
handled under the liquor act reached 
1,362 of which 1,226 were convictions, 
The cases brought by uniformed po- 
Nee totalled 1,071 with 1,002 convic- 
tions, while the “liquor squad” of the 
government accounted for 291 cases 
and 264 convictions. The decrease in 
Uquor cases handled last year amount- 


ed to 177 as compared with the pre-/} 


vious year, this being exp:ained by the 
taking over of administration of the 
act in the cities by the municipal po-

Calgary leads in the number of 


cases handled for the year in the 
cities, having a record of 6,057; Ed- 
monton was second with 2,880 cases; 
Lethbridge. 803; Medicine Hat, 4560, 
and Red Deer 43 cases. 

Dealing with the question of liquor 
warehouses having stocked large 
quantities of liquor before the legal 
importation was stopped by federal 
order February ist, 1921, the report 
of Superintendent Bryan says there is 
‘no doubt that a good »nany of the 
so-called drug stores get their sup- 
plies from these warehouses, outside 
of what they legally purchase from 
the vendor.” Further along the re- 
port admits “that the manufacture of 
tmoonshine whiskey ig on the increase, 
and it is being brought into the cities. 
It is cheaper than the ‘real stuff’ and 
readily sold.”

The ‘‘Stve The Children’ Fund. 


Steps ire being taken ‘to organise 
in thisand other cities in the 
Provirte branches of what is 
callej the Canadian Save the Chil- 
drey Fund for relic* of victims of 
tle famine in Russia. The organi- 
sation has been established 
throughout the provinces as 
far west as Alberta, and the in- 
tention is to make it nation-wide. 
As the cause is urgent and what is 
to be done must be done quickly, 
it is unlikely that an attempt will 
be made to organise the country 
districts or to put on a general 
campaign for funds outside the 
centres of population. Of neces- 


sity therefore the appeal will be} 


addressed mainly to the people in 
the cities and towns, and upon 
their response will depend the 
measure of the results achieved. 

Premier King is the President of 
the fund, and it has the endorsa- 
tion of the Dominion Government. 
It is thus recommended to the 
public as a channel through which 
contributions may be made with 
assurance that they will go to the 
relief of the famine sufferers and 
for no other purpose. The execu- 
tivey-aifisiale*and organisers are 
contributing their services without 
compensation, thus minimising the 
cost of carrying on the operations, 
and the Dominion Government is 
providing transportation free for 
the supplies to the other side of 
the Atlantic. Under these favor- 
ing conditions it is claimed that a 
contribution of one dollar will 
provide food for a Russian child 
for orte month, and that five dol- 
Jars will see one of them through 
until the new season’s crop has 
ripened and the danger is passed. 
Five hundred dollars is required 
to put a Canadian kitchen in op- 
eration in one of the Russian vil- 
lages and keep it going to meet 
the needs of one hundred chil- 
dren until harvest time. 

The need, of course, is beyond 
any possible response that may be 
made. Rain last year failed to 
fall in the watershed of the Volga 
river until after harvest time. 
The grain yiell over four hundred 
thousand square miles of the 
‘‘bread basket’? of the Russian 
Empire was practically nil. Even 
the potato crop failed, and the 
frosts of autumn found the 
plants only in bloom. The avail- 
able supplies from other dis- 
trictas were commandeered by the 


Soviet authorities and sent into| 


the famine district. But as the 
peasants generally had ceased to 
plant save for their own use, the 
surplus ‘thus obtainable was not 
sufficient to carry the thirty mil- 
lion foodless people any way 
through the winter. These sup- 
plies have long since been exhaust- 
ed, the cattle and other stock in 
the district has been eaten, and 
sheer starvation faces the survi- 
vors unless food from ‘the outside 
world is sent in. 

As the name implies, the fund 
being raised in this way is de 
voted exelnsively to saving chil- 
dren in the famine zone, It is left 
td the other organisations to do 
what can he done for the older 
people. The fund is not therefore 
weakened in its appeal by the 


fact that the situatio: is made} 


more desperate by ‘tho political 
conditions which have been allow- 
ed to come evout in Russia and by 
the paralysing influence the com- 
munist policy has had upon pro- 
duction. For these things the 
children have no share of respon- 
sibility. They are the victims of 
circumstance, and whether the cir- 
cumstances are in part due to the 
folly of their parents, or because 
these were unable to resist the 
“red’’ organisation, does not af- 
fect the matter.

OTTAWA, Feb. 23. — Recent 
improvement im Canadiap ex- 
change in New York finds a re- 
flection in the statement on Do- 
minion note circulation which 
will appear in the noxt issue of 
the Canada Gazette. The state- 
ment will show that while there 
lias been little change since last 
morth in the amount of gold held 
for redemption of Dominion 
notes, the amount of Dominion 
notes in cirenlation has been re 
duced by $25,000,000 and the per- 
centage of gold thereby sensibly 
increased. 

On February 21, the statement 
will show, Dominion notes in cir- 
culation totalled §$255,414,663, 
against which there was gold 
held to the amount of $80,825,071 
or thirty-one per cent. In addi 
tion the circulation was backed to 
the extent of another $137,327,- 
988 by deposits of approved se- 
curities 

Last month, Dominion notes in 
cirenlation totalled $280,938,727 ; 
gold held amounted to $81,131,- 
830; approved securities deposit- 
ed amounted to $162,858,931. The 
percentage of gold to circulation 
was 28, or three per cent. less 
than in the present month
